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AN     ACT 
To.  Provide  against  Infectious  and; 
Pestilential  Diseases* . 

PASSED  30th  MARCH,  1801. 

TIE  IT  ENACTED  by  the 'people  of  the  State  of  New-Tort,  re- 
l-'  prefented  in  fetmte  and  affembly,  That  there  fliall  continue  to 
be  a  health-office  in  the  city  of  New-York,  under  the  fuperin- 
tendance  of  three  commifiioners,  who  fliall  confift  of  a  health- 
officer,  and  of  a  phyfician,  to  •  be  flyled  the  refident  phyfician, 
and  one  other  perfon  ;  That,  the  health-officer  fhall  refide  at 
Staten-Ifland,  the  Refident  Phyfician  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
and  the  other  commiffioner  at  or  near  the  marine-hofpital  on 
Staten-Ifland,  or  in  the  city  of  New-York,  as  a  majority  of  the 
faid  commiffioners  may  deem  moft  proper;  that  the  faid  com- 
miffioners  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  perfon  adminiftering  the 
government  of  the  ftate,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confentof 
the  council  of  appointment  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  per- 
fons  now  holding,  and  exercifing  the  office  of  commiffioners 
aforefaid,  may  continue  therein  until  others  .fhall  be  appointed 
in  their  (lead:  And  provided  further,  that  it  fliall  be  lawful 
for  the  mayor,  or  in  his  abfence  the  recorder  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  in  cafe  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the  faid 
commiffioners,  to  appoint  a  fuitable  perfon  to  fupply  fuch  va- 
cancy, until  the  fenfe  of  the  council  of  appointment  fhall  be 
declared  thereon. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all   veflels  arriving  in  the  port 
of  New-York,  from  any  port,  ifland,  or   other   place   in  the- 


laft-Indies,  or  from  any  port,  ifland,  or  other  place  on  the 
coaft  of  Africa,  or  from  any  port,  ifland,  or  other  place  in  the 
Mediterranean,  or  from  any  port,  ifland,  or  other  place  in  the 
South-Seas,  or  from  any  port,  ifland,  or  other  place  in  the 
Weft-Indies,,  or  from  any  port,  ifland,  or  other  place  whatever 
in.  America  lying  to  the  fouthward  of  Georgia,  or  from  any 
port  or  other  place  in.  the  Bermuda-Iflands,  at  any  time  in  any 
year,  or  from  any  foreign  port,  place,  or  ifland  whatever,  be- 
tween the  laft  day  of  May  and  the  laft  day  of  October  in  any 
year,  (hall  be  fubje£fc  to  quarantine  of  courfe,  and  to  the  exa- 
mination of;  the  health-officer,,  under  the  regulations  herein 
prescribed  ;  and  that  all  veffels  arriving- in  the  port  of  New- 
York,,  from  any  port,  ifland,  or;  other,  place  in  the  United 
States  fouth  of  Sandy.Hook,  between  the  firft  day  of  June  and 
the  firft  day  of  October  in  any  years  mall  anchor  at  the  place 
affigned  for  quarantine,  and  (hall  be  fubject,  to  fuch  regulations 
as  veflels  which  are  to  perform  quarantine  of  courfe,  if  on  the 
examination  of  the  health-officer  it  fhall  by  him  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient ;  and  that  any  mafter  or  commander  of  a  vefTel  offending 
in  the  premifes  (hall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a.mifdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof,  mall  for  each  offence  be  fined  by 
the  court  having  cognizance  of  the  fame,  in  a  fum  not  exceed- 
ing two  thoufand  dollars,  or  be  imprifoned  for  a  time  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  months. 

And  be  it  further  enaBed,  That  whenever  a  vefTel  fhall  arrive 
at  the  anchoring  place  for  veffels  at  quarantine  from  a  place 
where  a  malignant  or  peftilential  fever  prevailed,  or  if  during 
her  voyage,  any  perfon  has  died,  or  been  fick  on  board  with 
fuch  fever,  the  mafter,.  owner  or  confignee  fhall  forthwith  up- 
on the  requifition,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  health  offi- 
cer whofe  duty  it  fhall  be  to  make  fuch  requifition,  caufe  fuch 
vefTel  to  be  unloaded,  cleanfed  and  purified,  and  that  until 
then,  no  permit  fhall  be  granted  for  her,  to  proceed  to  the  city 
of  New-York  ;  and  every  mafter,  owner,  or  confignee  neglect- 
ing or  refufing  to  comply  with  fuch  requifition  of  the  health-of- 
iicer,  fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  fhall  be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  five 
Jiundred  dollars,  or  be  impiifoned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  fijfc 
calendar  months,  by  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 


And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  veffel  fhall  ar- 
rive at  the  quarantine  ground,  between  the  firft  day  of  June 
and  the  firft  day  of  October  in  any  one  year,  from  a  place  to  the 
fouthward  of  the  latitude  of  Sandy-Hook,  the  mailer  or  perfon 
having  the  charge  of  fuch  veffel,  fhall  forthwith,  upon  the  re- 
quifition  of  the  health-officer,  caufe  all  the  wearing  apparel, 
bedding  and  every  other  thing  on  board,  likely  in  the  opinion 
of  the  health-officer  to  communicate  infettion,  to  be  landed, 
for  the  purpofe  of  being  clean  led  with  water,  or  otherwife  pu- 
rified, under  the  direction  of  the  commiilioners  of  the  health- 
othce,  by  perfons  to  be  employed  by  them  ;  during  which  cleanf- 
ing,  they  fhall  if  necefTary,  funnfh  any  indigent  perfon  with 
change  of  apparel,  at  the  expence  of  the  health-office,  the  fame 
to  be  afterwards  returned  to  the  laid  commiilioners  :  Provided, 
that  it  fhall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  commiffioners  to  employ  per- 
fons to  cleanfe  and  purify  any  part  of  the  cargo  of  any  veffel. 
And  that  until  fuch  requifition  fhall  be  complied  with,  no  fuch 
vefTel  fhall  have  a  permit  to  proceed  to  the  city  of  New-York. 
And  that  every  mafter  or  perfon  having  charge  of  a  vefTel  lo 
circumftanced,  neglecting  or  refufing  to  comply  with  fuch  re- 
quifition, fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  up- 
on conviction  thereof.be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  be  imprifoned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  three 
calendar  months,  by  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

And  be  it,  further  enacled,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  go- 
vernor of  this  itate,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  mayor  of  the  city 
of  New-York,  or  in  the  abfence  of  both  of  them,  the  record- 
er of  the  faid  city  from  time  to  time,  whenever  it  fhall  appear 
advifeable,  to  iifue  publicly  his  order,  declaring  whatever  de- 
fcriprion  of  vefTels  to  be  therein  defignated,  together  with  the 
ports,  iflands  or  countries  whence  they  come,  fhall  alfo  be  fub- 
jecl  to  quarantine  ;  that  in  like  manner  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
him  to  iifue  his  proclamation,  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  in_ 
tercourfe  by  land,  and  ferries  between  the  city  and  county  of 
New-Yqik,  and  any  other  place  where  he  fhall  learn  that  a  pef. 
tilential  or  infectious  difeafe  doth  prevail ;  and  that  ail  perfons 
offending  in  the  premiies,  fhall  be  liable  to  punifhment  as  for  a 
mifdemeanor,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  .it  the  difcretion  of 
the  court  having  cognizance  thereof ;  and  moreover,  it  fhall  be 


lawful  for  the  faid  commiffioners  of  the  health-office,  to  caufc 
any  veffel  fubject  to  quarantine,  whicli,  before  fhe  fhall  have 
been  fo  vifited,  examined  and  reported  as  aforefaid,  (hall  be 
brought  to  anchor  elfewhere  in  the  port  of  New-York  ;  and  all 
vefl'els,  though  not  defcribed  in  this  act,  or  in  fuch  order  as 
above  mentioned,  as  veffels  fubjecl:  to  quarantine,  or  having  on 
board  a  perfon  fick  with  a  difeafe,  which  in  the  judgment  of 
the  health  officer,  there  is  reafon  to  believe  is  infectious,  or 
having  on  board  articles  fufpetled  of  containing  infectious  mat- 
ter, whether  brought  from  foreign  countries,  or  generated,  or. 
accumulated  on  board,  to  be  removed  to  and  brought  to  an- 
chor at  the  anchoring  place  for  veffels  at  quarantine;  and  to. 
caufe  all  perfons,  articles  or  things,  which  may  have  been  land- 
ed,  to  be  feized  and  arrefted,  and  to  be  returned  forthwith  on. 
board  fuch  veffel,  or  removed  to  the  faid  hofpitaU  And  itfhall 
be  further  lawful  for  them  to  caufe  all  perfons  who  fliall  come 
into  this  ftate,  contrary  to  the  prohibitions  and  regulations  in 
fuch  order  or  proclamation  as  aforefaid.  to  be  apprehended,  and. 
if  well,  to  be  conveyed  out  of  this  ftate,  whence  they  laft 
came,  and  if  fick,  to  be  removed  to  the  faid  hofpital. 

jfnd  be  it  further  enabled^  That  no  veffel  fubjecl  to  the  exa. 
ruination  of  the  health  officer,  fliall  approach  the  city  of  New- 
York  beyond  the  place  affigned  for  quarantine,  without  a  writ' 
ten  permit  for  that  purpofe  from  him  ;  and  that  the  maRer  or. 
commander  of  every  fuch  veffel  arriving  at  the  city  of  New- 
York,  fliall  within  twenty-four  hours  after  fuch  arrival,  deliver, 
fuch  permit  to  one  of  the  commifTioners  of  the  health  office  re- 
fident  in  the  faid  city  ;  and  every  mafter  or  commander  neglect- 
ing or  refufing  to  comply  with  either  of  thefe  directions,  fhall 
for  every  fuch  offence  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  fliall  be  fined  by  any  court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  be  imprifoned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  twelve 
months. 

And  be  it  further  er.aEled^  That  quarantine  fliall  continue  for 
fuch  time,  as  to  the  health  commiffioners  fliall  feem  proper, 
and  no  veffel  otherwife  fubjecl  to  quarantine  fhall  be  exempted 
therefrom,  by  reafon  of  having  previous  thereto  entered  into 
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•fcny  of  the  ports  in  the  United  States,  unlefs  fuch  veflel  (hall 
have  remained  in  fuch  port  for  fourteen  days ;  and  the  feveral 
branch-pilots  and  their  deputies  belonging  to  the  port  of  New- 
York,  (hall  ufe  their  utmofl  endeavours  to  hail  every  veflel 
coming  into  the  faid  port  from  fea,  and  (hall  afk  and  demand  of 
the  mafter  or  commander  of  every  fuch  veflel,  whether  he  has 
on  board  any  perfon  or  perfons  labouring  under  any  peflilential 
or  infectious  difeafe,  or  whether  there  is  on  board  any  cloath- 
ing  or  freight  containing  peflilential  or  infeftious  matter,  and 
whether  the  ficknefs,  if  any,  broke  out  on  board,  or  exifted 
amongft  the  inhabitants  of  the  port  from  whence  the  veflel  laft 
failed,  and  on  being  anfwered  in  the  affirmative  to  any  of  the 
faid  queflions,  (hall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  mafter  or 
•commander  of  fuch  veflel,  that  he  fubjed  his  veflel,  crew,  paf- 
fengers  and  cargo  to  quarantine,  and  (hall  forbid  him  to  proceed 
further  than  the  anchorage  afligned  for  quarantine,  and  fhail 
direct  him  to  anchor  his  veflel  there,  and  to  remain  there  un- 
til he  fhall  receive  further  directions  from  the  commiflioners  of 
the  health-office,  or  in  their  default  from  the  governor  of  this 
ftate,  or  in  his  abfence  from  the  mayor  or  recorder  of  the  afore* 
faid  city  ;  and  all  fuch  commanders  of  veflels  are  ftri&ly  forbid 
from  putting  on  fhore  any  perfon  who  belonged  to,  or  perform- 
ed the  voyage  in  fuch  veflel,  and  from  unloading  or  putting  ou 
board  of  any  other  boat  or  veflel  any  perfon  or  perfons,  cloath- 
ing,  goods,  merchandize  or  freight  from  or  out  of  his  vclTc!. 
until  direction  to  that  effect  fhall  be  given  him  purfuant  to  this 
act ;  and  every  mafter  or  commander  of  any  veflel  who  fhall 
give  falfe  information  relative  to  the  condition  of  his  veflel, 
crew,  pafTengers,  freight  or  cargo,  when  hailed  by  any  pilot, 
or  fhall  notwithftanding  being  forbid  by  fuch  pilot  bri'n<x  his 
veffel  nearer  the  city  than  the  ground  afligned  for  quarantine, 
or  land  any  paffenger  or  unlade  any  of  his  cargo,  fhall  be  confi- 
dcred  as  guilty  of  a  mifdemcanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
fhall  be  fined  by  the  court  having  cognizance  of  the  fame  in  the 
fum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence;  and  every  paf- 
fenger  or  any  other  perfon  on  board  fuch  veflel  departing  there- 
from, or  unlading  any  of  the  cargo  thereof,  without  leave  fir  ft 
-obtained  from  the  commiflioners  aforefaid,  fhall  be  confidered  as 


guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  be  puiiifirablc  (if  convicted)  ifc 
like  manner  as  the  mailer  and  commander  lair,  mentioned. 

And  be  it  further  entitled,  That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  every 
pilot  who  conduits  a  veflel  into  the  port  of  New-York,  to  take 
care  that  no  violations  of  this  act  are  committed  by  any  perfon 
on  board,  and  if  any  fuch  are  committed  and  not  reported  by 
fiich  pilot  to  the  health  officer,  as  foon  as  may  be,  fuch  pilot 
(hall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  dial  1  be  fin- 
ed in  a  fum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars.  And  further, 
that  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  every  fuch  pilot  to  deliver  fuch 
printed  extracts  from  this  a£t  as  -mall  be  entrufted  to  him  by 
the  health  officer  for  that  purpofe,  to  every  matter  of  a  veflel 
piloted  by  him  into  the  port  of  New-York  and  that  every  pilot 
for  neglecting  or  refuting  fo  to  -do,  fhall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
mifdemeanor  and  punifhable  as  laft  aforefaid. 

And  be  it  further  cnaBed,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the 
health-officer,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  with- 
out delay,  to  enter  on  board  of  every  veflel,  coming  into  the 
port  of  New-York  under  the  ctrcumftances  aforefaid,  and  there 
to  make  ftri£t  fearch,  examination  and  enquiry,  as  to  the  health 
of  the  officers,  feamen  and  panengers,  and  into  the  ftate  and 
condition  of  the  vefiel,  her  caijgo  and  contents  refpe£tively,  am!. 
to  report  his  difcovery  and  opinion  thereon,  with  all  fpeed  to 
the  health-office,  for  the  confideration  of  the  commiffioners  of 
the  health-office,  and  if  any  perfon  ihall  oppofe  or  obftru£t  the 
health-officer  from  performing  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
this  a£t,  he  fhall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and 
Avail  be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

AW  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  {hall  go  on 
board,  or  have  any  communication  or  dealings  with  any  refiel 
lying  at  quarantine,  without  permiffion  fir  ft  obtained  in  writ- 
ing with  the  fignature  of  the  health-officer,  {hall  be  confidered 
and  adjudged  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  upon  complaint  be- 
ing made  by  either  of  the  commiffioners,  to  one  of  the  juftices 
of  the  peace,  for  the  city  and  county  of  New-York  he  fhall 
jfTue  a  warrant,  commanding  fome  proper  officer  to  bring  the 
perfon  fo  complained  of  forthwith,  before  him  or  fome  other 
juftice  of  the  peace,  for  the  city  and  county  of  New-York,  and 
the  faid  juitice  before  whom  the  faid  offender  fhall  be  brought, 


(hall  then  and  there  demand  of  the  faid  offender,  that  he  or  fhe 
(hall  enter  into  recognizance  with  fufficient  furety  in  the  fum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of  general  fef- 
fions  of  the  peace,  to  be  holden  in  the  city  and  county  of 
New- York,  to  anfwer  unto  the  faid  complaint,  of  which  offen- 
ces the  faid  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take 
cognizance,  and  impofe  fuch  fines  as  by  them  (hall  be  thought 
proper,  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars  \  and  if 
fuch  offender  upon  being  brought  before  the  juftice,  (hall  ne- 
glect or  refufe  to  enter  into  recognizance  as  aforefaid,  the  faid 
juftice  (hall  commit  him  to  the  common  goal  of  the  city  and 
county  aforefaid,  commanding  the  keeper  thereof,  to  re- 
ceive and  keep  the  faid  offender  in  the  faid  goal,  until  he  (hall 
enter  into  recognizance  as  aforefaid,  or  be  difcharged  by  due 
courfe  of  law  \  and  in  all  cafes  mentioned  in  this  aft,  when  of- 
fenders are  required  to  enter  into  recognizance,  the  juftices 
aforefaid  (hall,  if  required,  proceed  in  manner  aforefaid. 

Jind  be  it  further  enafted,  That  no  boat  from  any  outward  or 
inward  bound  veffel  (hall  land  at  the  quarantine  ground  after 
funfet,  nor  (hall  boats  of  any  defcription  at  any  timepafs  through 
the  range  of  veffels  lying  at  quarantine,  and  that  any  perfon 
offending  againft  either  of  thefe  directions  (hall  be  confidered  as 
guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  (hall  be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars. 

And  be  it  further  enaBed,  That  after  the  faid  health  officer 
fhall  have  vifited  and  examined  each  veffel  performing  quaran- 
tine, it  fhall  be  his  duty  whenever  he  mall  judge  the  fame  to 
be  clean,  fafe  and  free  from  infection,  to  report  her  to  the  health 
office,  that  further  directions  may  be  given  concerning  her 
procedure  ;  and  the  difpofal  of  whatever  freight,  cargo  or  ma- 
terials (he  may  contain  j  and  for  the  better  performance  of  his 
truft,  the  health  commiffioners  (hall  furnifh  him  at  all  times, 
when  he  fhall  require  it,  with  a  convenient  boat,  with  men  fuf- 
ficient to  row  the  fame,  and  for  that  end,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
them  to  contract  with  any  perfon  for  that  purpofe,  and  in  order 
that  the  faid  health-officer  may  be  more  effectually  enabled  to 
make  examination,  whether  veffels  ought  to  be  fubjeft  to  quar- 
antine, it  fhall  be  lawful  for  him  to  put  all  fuch  queftions  to  the 
perfons  on  board  fuch  veffels  as  fhall  be  needful  and  proper  to 
that  end,  and  the  perfons  to  whom  fuch  quefticuns  fhall  be  put, 
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"may  be  required  to  anfwcr  the  fame  on  oath,  which  oath,  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  adminifter  accordingly,  and  every  per- 
fon fwearing  falfely  in  the  premifcs,  {hall  be  liable  to  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

And  be  it  further  etmcled,  Thatif  in  the  judgment  of  the  health 
officer  or  refident  phyfician,  any  -veftel  arriving  in  the  port  of 
New- York,  {hall  require  purification,  it  fhall  be  his  duty  to  di- 
rect the  time  and  manner  in  which  fuch  purification  fhall  take 
place,  and  the  expences  thereof  fhall  be  defrayed  by  the  mafter, 
commander,  owner  or  confignee  of  fuch  vefiel  •,  and  the  mailer, 
commander,  owner  or  confignee  of  every  fuch  veiTel  for  every 
negle£t  or  refufal  to  comply  with,  and  to  aid  in  the  execution 
of  fuch  direction,  fhall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a  mifdemean- 
or,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  fhall  be  fined  by  any  court  having 
cognizance  of  the  fame,  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  one  thoufand 
xiollars. 

A  ml [be  it  further  ennfled>  Thatif  the  mailer,  commander, 
owner  or  confignee  of  any  veflel  arriving  in  the  port  of  New- 
York,  fhall  negle£t  or  refufe  to  remove  fuch  veflel,  to  the  place, 
and  in  the  time  required  by  the  commiffioners  of  the  health-of- 
fice, it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiffioners,  and  they 
-<ire  hereby  empowered  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  done,  at  the  ex- 
pence  and  rifque  of  fuch  mailer,  commander,  owner  or  con- 
fignee, and  the  monies  fo  expended,  fhall  be  recoverable  by  the 
faid  commiffioners,  with  rolls,  by  an  a£lion  on  the  cafe  in 
their  own  names,  againil  fuch  mafter,  commander,  owner  or 
confignee,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

And be  it  further  enatled,  That  every  perfon  keeping  a  board 
or  lodging-houfe,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  between  the  firft 
day  of  June,  and  the  firft  day  ef  November  in  any  year,  fhall 
within  twelve  hours  after  any  feafaring  man  or  fojourner,  fhall 
become  fick  in  fuch  boarding  or  lodging  houfe,  report  in  writing 
the  name  of  fuch  difeafed  perfon  to  the  .health  officer;  and  that 
ho  mafter  of  a  vefiel  or  any  other  perfon  whatever,  fliall  re- 
move any  fiek  perfon  from  any  vefiel  lying  at  any  wharf,  or  in  the 
Jiarbour  of  the  city  of  New-York  before  the  name. of  fuch  fick 
perfon  has  been  reported  to  the  health-office,. and  a  written  per- 
hut  granted  for  the  purpofe  of  fuch  removal  ;  and  that  any  per- 
son neglecting  or  refufing  to  comply  with  either  of  thefe  direc- 
fdenSj  fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  be  fined 
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Mia  Turn  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  of  be  imprifoned 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  fix  months  by  any  court  having  cogni- 
zance thereof. 

And  be  it  jurther  enacted^  That  no  cotton  or  hides,  damaged 
coffee  or  damaged  peltry,  fhall  be  brought  into  the  city  of  New- 
York,  between  the  firft  day  of  June  and  the  firftday  of  Novem- 
ber, in  any  year,  and  no  coffee  or  peltry  whatever  within  the 
period  aforefaid,  unlefs  authorifed  by  the  commiffioners  of  the 
health  office,  after  having  been  examined.  And  that  if- any  of 
the  articles  aforefaid  be  brought  into  the  faid  city  in  violation  of 
this  aci,  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiffioners  to  feize 
and  fell  the  fame,  and  to  apply  the  neat  proceeds^thereof  to  the 
ufe  of  the  health  office. 

A  fid  be  it  further  enacted>  1  hat  every  perfon  praclifing  phyfic 
in  the  faid  city,  who  fhall  have  a  patient  labouring  under  a  pef- 
tilential  or  infectious  difeafe,  fhall  forthwith  make  a  report  in 
writing  to  fome  of  the  faid  commiffioners  of  the  health  office  j 
and  for  neglecting  fo  to  do,  he  fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mif- 
demeanor,  and  be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Knd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  perfons  and  things  within 
the  city  of  New-York,  infected  by  or  tainted  with  peftilential 
matter,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  health- 
office,  ought  to  be  removed  from  the  faid  city,  fhall,  by  order 
of  the  faid  commiffioners,  be  fent  to  the  marine  hofpital :  Pro- 
vided always,  that  the  expences  in  the  faid  mariae  hofpital," 
of  all  perfons  who  fhall  at  any  time  be  removed  thereto  from 
the  city  of  New-York,  having, gained  a  legal  fettlement  in  the 
faid  city,  and  who  fhall  not  have  fufficient  means  to  pay  for 
their  board,  medicine  and  attendance,  fhall  be  deemed  to  be, 
and  fhall  be  borne  and  paid  as  part  of  the  contingent  expences 
of  the  faid  city. 

And  be  it  further  enacted >  That  all  perfons  removed  to  the  find- 
marine  hofpital,  ether  than  thofe  who  have  paid  hofpital  money, 
fhall  be  liable  to  pay  a  reafonable  fum  for  their  board,  medicine 
and  attendance  therein  ;  and  if-any  of  them  deemed  to  have  fuf- 
ficient means,  fhall  refufe  or  neglect  to  pay  fuch  fum  as  they 
may  be  reafonably  charged  with,  the  fame  fhall  be  fued  for  and 
recovered  from  them,  by  the  faid  commiffioners,  by  an  action  • 
on  the  cafe  in  their  own  names. 

Kfid  be  it  further  enacted)  That  the  hofpital  erected  on  thecal- 
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tcrly  part  of  Staten-Iftand,  (hall  continue  to  be  denominated  the 
Marine  Hofpital,  and  (hall,  together  with  the  other  buildings 
and  improvements  made  or  to  be  made  thereon,  at  the  difcre- 
tion  of  the  faid  commiffioners,  and  the  land  adjoining  the  fame 
and  belonging  to  the  people  of  this  ftate,  be  holden  by  the  eom- 
miflioners  of  the  faid  health  office,  in  trult  for  the  ufe  of  the 
people  of  this  ftate,  and  the  purpofes  fpecified  in  this  act •,  and 
all  veflels  fubje&  to  quarantine,  (hall  come  to  anchor  as  near  aa 
may  be  to  the  faid  hofpital,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  tli*r 
anchoring  place  for  veflels  at  quarantine  :  that  the  faid  health 
officer  (hall  be  phyGcian  of  the  faid  hofpital,  and  the  faid  com- 
miffioners  of  the  health  office  (hall,  in  other  refpe&s,  have  the 
fuperintendance  thereof,  and  employ  mates,  nurfes  and  attend- 
ants, and  provide  bedding,  cloathing,  fuel,  provifions,  medicine 
and  fuch  other  matters  as  (hall  be  requiflte  therein  ;  and  it  (hall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  orders,  for  the 
government  and  management  of  the  faid  hofpital. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  perfon,  unlefs  authorifed 
by  the  health  officer,  mall  go  within  a  line  to  be  defignated  up- 
on the  land  belonging  to  the  people  of  this  ftate,  round  the  ma- 
rine hofpital  aforefaid,  by  the  commiffioners  of  the  health-office, 
and  that  every  perfon  fo  tranfgrefling,  (hall  be  confidered  guil- 
ty of  a  mifdemeanor.  and  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  be  imprifoned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  by  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof;  and  that  the 
public  highway  which  panes  through  the  faid  land,  (hall  be  with- 
in four  months  from  the  time  of  paffing  this  a£t,  (topped  up  by 
the  commiffioners  of  highways  of  the  town  in  which  fuch  land 
is  (Ituate,  and  another  public  highway  opened  as  near  as  may  be 
convenient  with  the  approbation  of  the  health  officer. 

And  be  it  further  enacledy  That  every  difeafed  perfon,  duly 
landed  or  fent  to  the  marine  hofpital,  fhall  be  there  kept  and 
maintained  until  the  health  officer  (hall  grant  him  or  her  a  dif- 
charge  in  writing  j  and  if,  before  obtaining  a  difchaige  as  afore- 
faid, any  fuch  perfon  (hall  elope  or  be  abfent  beyond  the  line 
limited  and  defignated  as  above  mentioned,  it  (hall  be  lawful 
for  the  health  officer,  or  any  conftable,  or  other  perfon  whom 
he  (hall  call  to  his  afliftance,  and  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and 
required  to  purfue  and  apprehend  the  perfon  fo  eloped  or  ab- 
fent, and  there  again  deliver  him  or  htr,  to  be  detained  until 


discharged  as  aforefaid  ;  and  any  perfon  fo  eloping  or  abfent- 
ing  from  the  marine  hofpital,  or  any  difcafed  perfon  in  the  ma- 
rine hofpital  refufmg  or  neglecting  to  obey  the  directions  of  the 
health  officer,  and  the  orders  and  regulations  of  the  commifli- 
oners  of  the  health  office,  ihall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a  mif- 
demeanor,  and  as  fuch  ihall  be  punifhablc  by  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof. 

K?id  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  mafter,  commander  or 
owner  of  every  veflel,  leaving  any  feaman  or  failor,  belonging 
to  fuch  veflel,  fick  in  the  faid  hofpital,  other  than  thofe  feamen 
who  pay  hofpital  money,  ihall  pay  unto  the  commiflioners  fuch 
fum  or  fums  of  money  as  have  been  expended  on  him  or  them 
for  their  board,  attendance  and  medicine,  during  the  time  they 
were  in  the  faid  hofpital,  to  be  fued  for  and  recovered  from  fuch 
mafter,  commander  or  owner,  by  the  faid  commiflioners,  by  an 
action  on  the  cafe  in  their  own  names. 

And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  colours,  defignating  a  veflel 
fubjecl  to  quarantine,  ihall  be  fixed  in  the  main  fhrouds,  half 
way  between  the  main  deck  and  the  topmaft  of  fuch  veflel,  and 
there  remain  until  the  expiration  of  her  quarantine,  and  that  if 
the  mafter  or  commander  of  any  fuch  veflel  ihall  not  comply 
with  this  direftion,  or  if  the  mafter  or  commander  of  any  vef. 
i'el  not  fubje&  to  quarantine  ihail  exhibit  fuch  fignal,  or  conti- 
nue fuch  fignal,  after  being  ordered  by  the  health  officer  to  re- 
move it,  he  ihall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  offence  the  fum  of  fifty 
dollars,  and  the  further  fum  of  three  dollars  for  every  hour  he 
ihall  fo  offend,  to  be  recovered  by  the  commiflioners  of  the 
health  office,  with  coils,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  their  own 
names,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enatled.  That  upon  complaint  being  made 
in  writing,  by  one  or  more  of  the  commiflioners  of  the  health 
office,  to  the  wardens  of  the  port  of  Mew-York,  charging  any 
pilot  with  neglect  or  violation  of  any  of  the  duties  herein  pre- 
fcribed  or  enjoined  upon  him,  it  ihall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid 
wardens  of  the  port,  forthwith  to  fufpend  fuch  pilot  from  pi- 
loting any  veflel  until  he  ihall  have  entered  into  recognizance 
before  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  and  county 
of  New- York,  in  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  with  fufli- 
cient  fureties  to  anfwer  to  the  offence  wherewith  he  is  charged, 
at  the  next  general  fcffion*of  the  peace,  to  be  held  in  the  city 
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and  county  of  New-York,  which  offence  the  faid  court  is  here- 
by authorifed  to  try  and  determine,  and  to  impofe  fuch  fine  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  one  hundred- 
and  twenty  five  dollars  j  and  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  every  pilot 
who  fhall  conduct  any  veffel'  fubje£t  to  quarantine  into  the  port 
of  New- York,  to  land  immediately  at  the  health  office  (lairs, 
and  to  leave  at  the  faid  health  office,  in  writing  fubferibed  by 
him,  the  name  of  fuch  veffel,.  and-  alfo  the  name  of  her  com. 
niander,  and  the  name  of  the  place  from  which  fhe  la  ft  came  or 
failed  ;  and  every  pilot  neglecting  or  refilling  to  perform  any 
of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  a£t,  or  permitting  any 
veffel  or  boat,  to  come  along-fide  of  fuch  veffel,  which  fuch  pi- 
lot (hall  have  the  direction  of,  or  permitting  any  thing,  to  be 
thrown  into  fuch  veffel  or  boat,  fliall  in  addition  to  the  above 
penalties,  forfeit  for  every  fuck  offence,  the  fum  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  commiifioners  of  the  health  of-- 
fice,  with  colts,  in  an  action  of  debt  in  their  own  names,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enaEledy  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
health  officer,  whenever  he  fhall  judge  it  ncceffary  to  preven- 
infection,  to  caufe  any  bedding  and  cloathing  arriving  in  a  vef- 
fel fubje£t  to  quarantine,  to  be  deftroyed,  and  that  it  fhall  be 
lawful  for  the  commiifioners  of  the  health  office,  when  in  their 
opinion  it  fliall  be  necelfary  for  the  public  fafety,  to  procure 
and  employ  occafionally  medical  advice  and  affiftance,  the  ex- 
pence  of  which  (hall  be  confidered  and  fettled  as  part  of  the 
contingent  cxpences  of  the  city  and  county  of  New-York. 

And  be  it  further  ena5led>  That  all  the  fines  and  penalties  im- 
pofed  and  received  under  this  act,  fliall  be  paid  to  the  faid  com- 
niiffioners,  to  be  by  them  applied  towards  defraying  the  expence 
of  the  health-office. 

And  be  it  further,  enacted^  That  the  faid  commiffioners,  or  ei- 
ther of  them,  are  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  demand  and- 
receive,  and  in  cafe  of  neglect  or  refufal,  to  fue  for  and  reco- 
ver in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  name  of  either  of  them,  with 
cofts  of  fuit,  from  the  captain  or  commander  of  every  veffel 
which  fhall  hereafter  enter  the  port  of  New-York  from  any  fo- 
reign port,  the  following  funis  of  money,  to  wit :  For  each  cap- 
tain or  commander,  or  cabin  paffenger,  one  dollar  and  fifty, 
tents ;  for  each  fteerage  paffenger,  feventy-five  cents  \  and  fos 
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*ach  mate,  fail  or  or  mariner,  feventy-five  cents  ;  which  feveral 
f  urns  fhall  be  demandable  of  the  captain  or  commander  of  eve- 
ry fuch  veffel,  and  on  payment  thereof,  every  fuch  captain  or 
commander  (hall  and  may  lawfully  demand  and  receive  from 
every  fuch  perfon  on  whofe  account  refpe£tive!y  the  fame  fhall 
have  been  paid,  the  monies  fo  paid  •,  and  the  faid  monies  fo  to 
be  received  by  the  faid  commifhoners,  or  cither  of  them,  fhall 
be  appropriated  by  them  to  the  ufe  of  the  health  office,  deduct- 
ing therefrom  the  fum  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  which  they 
arc  hereby  authorifed  to  retain  as  a  compenfation  for  collecting 
the  fame. 

A  nd  be  it  further  ena8ed>  That  the  compenfation  of  the  re- 
fident  phyfician,  and  of  the  other  commiflioner  other  than  the 
health  officer,  fhall  be  to  each  of  them  one  thoufand  dollars  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  monies  by  this  a£t  appropriated 
for  compenfating  the  commifhoners  of  the  health  office ;  and 
that  the  health  officer  fhall  be  entitled  to  receive  as  phyfician  to 
the  faid  hofpital  the  fum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  as  aforefaid ;  and  alfo  for  his  fervices  in  fearching 
and  examining  veflels  from  foreign  ports,  in  purfuance  of  this 
a£t,  the  fum  of  feven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  veffel  fo 
by  him  examined,  to  be  paid  by  the  mafter  or  commander  of 
the  fame  •,  and  for  vifiting  coafting  veflels,  in  purfuance  of  this 
a£t,  when  fubjedl:  to  quarantine,  the  fum  of  four  dollars  for 
each  veffel  fo  vifited  by  him  in  peifon,  to  be  paid  by  the  mafter 
or  commander  thereof;  and  the  health  officer  fhall  alfo  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  from  the  mafter  or  commander  of  every  veffel  ar- 
riving in  the  port  of  New-York,  from  any  psrt,  ifland  or  other 
place  in  the  United  States  fouth  of  Sandy-Hook,  between  the 
firft  day  of  June  and  the  firft  day  of  October  in  any  year,  the 
fum  of  four  dollars  for  each  veffel  above  one  hundred  tons,  and 
the  fum  of  two  dollars  for  each  veffel  of  or  below  one  hundred 
tons,  fo  vifited  by  him,  excepting  all  boats  arriving  in  the  har- 
bor of  New-York,  from  any  port  or  harbor  on  the  fhores  of 
New-Jerfey,  between  Sandy -Hook  and  Caps-May,  or  any  part 
of  Long-Ifland.  . 

kndbe  it  further  enaSied,  That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the 
faid  commiffioners  to  account  annually  to  the  comptroller  for 
all  monies  received  by  them  for  the  ufe  of  the  health  office,  and 
if  the  fame  fhall  in  any  one   year  be  more  than  fufficient  to  de- 
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fray  the  expence  of  executing  the  trufl  committed  to  them,  ex- 
clufive  of  fuch  expences,  as  are  to  be  borne  and  paid  as  part  of 
the  contingent  charges  of  the  city  of  New-York,  and  including 
the  annual  compenfations  herein  before  granted  to  the  faid  com- 
miflioners,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid  commiflioners  (hall  pay 
the  refidue  thereof  into  the  treafury  of  this  ftate ;  and  if  at  any 
time  the  money  Teceived  by  the  faid  commiflioners  fhould  not 
be  fufficient  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the 
peribn  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  (late,  upon  the 
application  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  to  direel  the  comptroller 
toiffuea  warrant  to  the  treafurer,  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the 
faid  commiflioners,  fuch  fum  as  he  may  think  neceflary  for  the 
purpofes  aforefaid,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  two  thoufand 
five  hundred  doTlars  in  any  one  year. 

And  be  it  further  enaciedy  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
commiflioners  of  the  health  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  as 
they  (hall  judge  advifeable,  to  make  and  execute  rules  and  or- 
ders for  cleaning  and  fcouring  the  ftreets,  alleys,  paflages,  cur- 
tilages, fewers,  yards,  cellars,  vaults,  finks  and  other  places 
where  filth  and  corruption  collect  within  the  faid  city,  and  for 
removing  all  ofFenfive,  noxious  or  putrid  articles  or  fubftances, 
which  may  be  (lored  or  otherwife  colle&ed  within  the  faid  city ; 
and  all  neceffary  expences  for  carrying  the  faid  rules  and  orders 
into  effect,  where  the  fame  relate  to  the  cleaning  of  fuch  places, 
as  are  not  the  property  of  private  individuals,  (hall  be  deemed 
as  part  of  the  contingent  expences  of  the  faid  city,  and  the  mo- 
nies for  defraying  the  fame,  (hall  be  raifed  in  like  manner  as  the 
other  contingent  expences  of  the  faid  city  ;  and  where  the  fame 
(hall  relate  to  the  cleanfing  fuch  places  as  are  the  property  of 
individuals,  fuch  expences  (hall  be  paid  by  the  owners  or  occu- 
piers thereof :  Provided,  all  fuch  rules  and  orders  (hall  be  re- 
ported to  and  may  be  fufpended  or  repealed  at  any  time  by  the 
perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  ftate. 

And  ie  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  city  of  New. 
York,  or  any  part  thereof,  (hall  be  annoyed  or  rendered  foul  by 
any  manufactory,  trade,  work  or  bufinefs,  producing  noxious 
vapors  or  highly  ofFenfive  fmells,  or  by  any  place  where  noxious 
®r  putrid  fubftances  (hall  be  ftored  or  collected  within  the  faid 
«ity,  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiflioners,   or  a  majo* 


rity  of  them,  if  in  their  opinion  the  public  health,  or  that  of 
individuals,  (hall  be  endangered  thereby,  to  proceed  forthwith 
to  fuch  place  or  places,  and  to  make  due  enquiry  and  drift  ex- 
amination refpe&ing  the  fame  ;  and  that  it  {hall  be  lawful  for 
them,  or  either  of  them,  whenever  it  may  be  neceflary,  to  re- 
quire the  aid  or  affiftance  of  a  juftice  of  the  peace  and  confta- 
blc  in  making  of  fuch  enquiry  and  examination,  who  are  here- 
by authorifed  and  required  to  break  open,  whenever  admittance 
cannot  otherwife  be  obtained,  the  door  or  doors  of  fuch  place, 
where  fuch  manufactory,  trade,  work  or  bufmefs  is  carried  on, 
producing  or  affording  fuch  noxious  vapour  or  highly  offenfive 
fmell,  or  where  fuch  offenfive  fubftances  are  depofited  ;  and  if 
the  faid  commiflioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  (hall  judge  any 
fuch  manufactory,  trade,  work,  bufmefs   or  repofitory,  to  be 
carried  on  or  kept  in  fuch  manner  as  to  be  a  nuifance,  they 
fhall  declare  it  fo  in  writing  to  the  owner  thereof,  or  in  his  ab- 
fence  to  fuch  workman    clerk,  keeper  or  one  of  the  family,  as 
they  may  then  find  on  the  premifes,  and  at  the  fame  time  fhall 
require    the  removal,  abatement  or  difcontinuance  of  the  faid 
nuifance,  as  the  cafe  may  require,  within  the  time  to  be  limited 
in  the  faid  writing  ;  and  if  on  the  expiration  of  the  faid  time, 
the  fame  order  (hall  not  have  been  complied  *»  ith,  it   fhall  be 
the  duty  of  the  mayoror  recorder  of  the  faid  city,  upon  repre- 
fentation  thereof  to  either  of  them  mr.de  by  the  faid  commiflion- 
ers, or  a  majority  of  them,  immediately  to  uTue  a  warrant  un- 
der the  hand  and  feal  of  the  faid  mayor  or  recorder,  directed 
to  the  fheriff  of  the  faid  city,  commanding  him  forthwith  with- 
out delay,  to  caufe  to  be  removed,  abated  or  difcontinued  fuch 
nuifance ;  and  the  perfon  to  whom  fuch  declaration  and  requi- 
fition  in  writing  as  aforefaid  fhall  be  made,  fhall  befides,  for  not 
complying  therewith,  be  confidered  as  guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor, 
and  on  comp'aint  being  made  thereof  in  writing,  by  any  one  or 
more  of  the  faid  commifTioners,  to  any  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
peace  of    the   faid  city,  it   (hall  be   the  duty  of  fuch  juftice 
to   bind   the   perfon    fo   comp  ained    of,    in    a    recognizance 
with  fuflicient  furety,  in  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  for 
his  appearance  at  the  next  general  feflions  of  the  paace   in  the 
faid  city,  to  anfwer  to  the  faid  charge,  and  on  due  proof  there- 
of, it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  court  to  impofe  a  fine  on  the 
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tperfon    or    perfons   fo    offending,    in    a    fum  not  ;  Exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  out  of  which  fine  the  expences  of  re- 
moving, abating  or  caufiug  to  be  discontinued  fuch  nuifancc, 
..fhall  be  paid. 

And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contain- 
ed fhall  be  conftrued  to  interfere  with  the  remedies  againft  nui- 
fances  prefcribed  by  the  common  law. 

.And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  all  veffels  having5  on  board  any 
perfon  infected  with  any  malignant   or  peftilential  fever,  ©r 
coming  from  any  place  whatfoever  infected  therewith,  fhall  not 
come  into  any  of  the  ports  or  harbors  of  this  ftate,  until  they 
•  fhall  have  performed  quarantine  for  fuch  time  and  in  fuch  man- 
ner as  the  perfons  hereinafter  mentioned  fhall  think  proper  to 
.direct ;  to  wit.  for  the  cities  of  Albany  and  Hudfon,  and  up 
Hudfon's  river  qppofite  to  the  faid  cities,  and  within  one  mile  above 
or  below  the  fame,  the  perfon  administering  the  government  of 
this  ftate,  and   in  his  abfence  from  the  faid  cities  refpettively, 
.the  mayor,  and   in  his  abfence,  the  recorder  of  the  faid  cities 
respectively,  and  for  any  town  in  this  ftate  bordering  or  lying  up- 
on any  port  or  harbor  of  this  ftate,  and  upon  the  waters  oppo- 
site to  the  fame   towns,  any  two  or  more  juftices  of  the  peace 
refiding  therein  ; -and   if   any  perfon    fubject   to  quarantine  as 
aforefaid,  fhall   violate  any  of  the  regulations  to  be  prefcribed 
refpecting  the  fame  as  aforefaid,  he  fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of 
-a  mifdemeanor,  and  fhall  be  fined  by  any  court  having  cogni- 
sance thereof  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

And  be  it  further  enaEled^  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
perfons  hereby  authorized  to  execute  this  act,  in  the  faid  cities 
of  Albany  and  Hudfon,  and  for  any  two  or  more  juftices  of 
the  peace  in  any  town  of  this  ftate,  to  take  effectual  meafures, 
to  prevent  the  introduction  and  fpreading  of  any  infectious  dif- 
temper  into  any  part  of  this  ftate,  and  for  that  purpofe  to  flop, 
detain  and  examine  any  perfon  coming  from  any  place  infected 
with  any  fuch  malignant  or  peftilential  fever,  and  if  there  fhaU 
be  good  caufe  to  fufpect  any  perfon  to  be  infected  therewith,  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  the  feveral  perfons  aforefaid,  to  caufe  every 
fuch  perfon  to  be  fent  out  of  this  ftate,  not  being  an  inhabitant 
thereof,  or  kspt  in  fuch  place  as  will  not  expofe  the  inhabitants 
of  the  fame  to  take  fuch  diftemper  ;  and  further  to  appoint  and 
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authorize  fueh  attdibrttiany  perfons  to  aid >  in-  the  execution  ofc 
their  powers  aforefaid,  as  they  fhall  respectively  deem  proper. 
And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  per- 
fon  adminiitering  the  government  of  this  (late,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confentof  the  council  of  appointment,  to  appoint  a 
phyfician  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Albany  and  Hudfon,  to  aflid 
in  carrying  into  effect  the  provifions  contained  in  the  two  pre- 
ceeding  fe&ions  of  this,  act,  and  fuch  phyfician  who  fhall  exa-  . 
m)ne  any  veffel  coming  from  a  foreign  port,  fhall  be  entitled  to 
receive    from  the  commander  thereof  the  fum  of  feven  dollars   t 
4i}d  fifty  cents.

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An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act 

entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  against 
Infectious  and  Pestilential  Disea- 
ses." 

T>  E  IT  ENACTED  by  the  people  of  the  fate  of  Nenv-Torl,  re* 
-*-*  prefented  in  fcnate and  affembly,  That  every  veflel  arriving  at 
the  quarantine  ground  between  the  firft  day  of  June  and  the 
firfl  day  of  October,  in  any  one  year,  from  a  place  where  a 
malignant  or  peflilential  fever  prevailed  at  the  time  of  her  de- 
parture from  fuch  place,  or  if  during  her  voyage  any  perfon. 
has  died  or  been  fick  on  board  with  fuch  fever,  (hall  not  be  per- 
mitted within  the  period  aforefaid,  to  approach  nearer  to  the 
cit  of  New-York  than  the  faid  quarantine  ground,  except  fuch 
veflel  be  bound  to  a  place  eaftward  of  the  faid  city,  and  beyond 
the  (late,  when  in  fuch  cafe  fhe  may  be  permitted  to  proceed 
onward  through  the  Sound,  without  coming  to  anchor  near  the 
city,  or  holding  any  intercourfe  with  it ;  and  that  no  perfon  ar- 
riving in  fuch  or  any  other  veflel  at  the  quarantine  ground,  (hall 
proceed  to  the  city  of  New-York,  nor  fhall  any  part  of  the 
cargoes  of  fuch  veflels  be  conveyed  to  the  city  of  New-York, 
without  a  permit  in  writing  from  the  health  officer ;  and  that 
any  mafter  or  commander  of  a  veflel,  paflenger  or  feaman,  or 
any  other  perfon  offending  in  the  premifes,  fhall  be  confidered 
guilty  of  a  mifdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  fhall  for 
each  offence  be  fined  in  a  fum  not  exceeding  two  thoufand  dol- 
lars, to  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  Marine  Hofpital,  or  be  im- 
prifoned  for  a  time  not  exceeding  three  years,  by  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enaffed,  That  no  fhip  or  veflel  which  fhall 
arrive  in  the  port  of  New-York,  from  any  place  in  the  Weft- 
Indies  in  South-America,  in  the  United  States  fouthward  of  Sa- 
vannah in  Georgia,  in  the  river  Miffifippi,  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean, in  Africa  or  the  iflands  thereof,  or  in  Afia  (except  Canton 
and  Calcutta)  or  the  iflands  thereof,  between  the  firft  day  of 
June  and  the  firft  day  of  October,  in  any  one  year,  Iliad  with- 
in that  period,  and  after  having  been  examin#tl  and  permitted 
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to  proceed  by  the  health  officer,  approach  within  three  hundred 
yards  of  that  part  of  the  illand  of  !*  ew-York,  which  lies 
fouthward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  houfe  owned  and  occupied 
by  William  Bayard,  on  the  North  river,  and  Stuyvefai.t's  dock 
upon  the  Eaft  river.  But  neverthelefs,  if  fuch  (hips  or  veflels 
coming  at  anchor  within  three  hundred  yards  of  thefaid  city  of 
New-York,  the  owner  or  confignees  of  fuch  veflel  chufing  to 
difcharge  the  whole  or  any  part  of  faid  cargo,  if  fuch  part  of 
her  cargo  be  proper  and  found,  the  fame  may  be  unloaded  or 
discharged  by  boats  or  lighters,  fubjeft  to  the  regulations  of  the 
commiffioners  of  the  health  office  ;  and  the  faid  veflel  or  veflels 
being  unloaded  of  her  or  their  cargoes,  fhall  then  be  under  the 
order  and  regulations  of  the  office  aforefaid,  as  it  refpedts  ap- 
pointing proper  places  for  cleanfing  and  repairing ;  and  that 
every  mailer,  commander,  owner  or  confignee  of  a  veflel  con- 
cerned in  violating  this  direction,  {hall  be  confidered  guilty  of 
a  mifdemeanor,  and  fhall  upon  conviction  be  fubjeft  to  the 
fame  pains,  penalties  and  fines,  to  be  impofed  and  applied  as 
ai  ore  fa  id. 

And  be  it  further  enaBed>  That  no  falted  provifions  fhall  be 
packed  or  repacked,  at  any  feafon  of  the  year,  in  that  part  of 
the  city  of  ew-^ork  lying  to  the  fouthward  of  a  line  drawn 
from  the  outlet  of  Lifpenard's  meadow,  and  thence  following 
the  courfe  of  the  canal  until  it  interfecls  Grand-ftreet,  and 
thence  through  Grand-ftreet  to  where  it  interfe£ls  Ferry-ftreer, 
then  down  Ferry-flreet  to  the  Eaft  river  ;  and  that  from  the  firfl 
day  of  May  to  the  firfl:  day  of  October,  in  any  one  year,  no 
falted  or  pickled  beef  or  fifh  in  barrels  or  half  barrels,  except 
fmoked  beef  and  fifh,  fhsll  be  depofited  within  the  above  li- 
mits, except  fuch  as  fhall  be  expofed  for  fale  by  butchers  in  the 
public  markets,  or  fhall  be  kept  by  the  heads  of  families  for  the 
ufe  of  their  refpedlive  families  .  and  that  every  perfon  offend- 
ing in  the  prernifes  fhall  be  confidered  guilty  of  a  mifdemean- 
or, and  upon  conviction  thereof  fhall  be  fined  for  each  offence 
in  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprifoned 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  fix  months,  by  any  court  having  cog- 
nizance thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  comp- 
troller to  iflue  his  warrant  on  the  treafurer,  in  favor  of  the  com-
